After yesterday’s meeting with 
Arens, the Prime Minister’s Office 
issued a communique explaining, 
somewhat obscurely, that the 
premier was aware that two 
months ago Arens had told his chief 
of bureau. Yeblel Kadlsh&i. that he 
would not accept the defence post. 
But. the communique continued, 
the premier “had gathered from 
friends” that Arens was now inclin- 
ed to accept the offer. However, at 
yesterday's meeting, Arens told the 
premier that he had not changed his 
position. 

“The premier said he had taken 
note of Arens’ point of view," the 
communique said. 

Arens, a former U.S. citizen and 
professor of aeronautics, told 
newsmen that despite his 
differences with the government, 
he still regarded his place as within 
Herut. Asked which candidate he 
supported for defence minister. 
Arens replied, “Anyone the 
premier will propose.” But he in- 
dicated that he thought Sharon 
would make a good defence 

minister. 

Arens also said he did not rule out 
Be gin’s holding on to the defence 
portfolio. “No one can charge that 
the defence establishment has been 
neglected since Ezer Weisman 
walked out,” he said.

“Why should we pay attention to 
a report tinged, with bias?" an of- 
ficial asked In response to 
Amnesty's call for a public inquiry.

The opening of the school year 
passed so smoothly that the Educa- 
tion Ministry's special task force 
act up to handle cases of schools not 
opening as scheduled was dismantl- 
ed at 9 a.m. after operating for only 
two hours. Nevertheless, problems 
did arise In several areas which 
were handled by the local 
authorities. 

Almost all of the country’s 7.500 
kindergartens, schools and 
teachers training colleges opened 
as scheduled. 

Education Minister Zevulun 
Hammer yesterday morning 
visited schools in Mevasseret Zion 
and in the yeshlva there delivered 
what his spokesman described as 
“a sermon" on “the Importance of 
education." 

In Jerusalem, where some 91.400 
pupils are registered, only one 
school, the Neve Ya'acov secular 
primary school, remained closed 
because of parents' objections to 
placing a Habad kldergarten class 
In one of the school's prefabricated 
buildings. 

A Jerusalem municipal 
spokesman said that the 
municipality will not back down on 
the issue and will not negotiate with 
the parents, given the shortage of 
dozens of kindergarten classrooms 
In Jerusalem's new 
neighbourhoods. 

In the Tel Aviv area, one violent 
incident and several school strikes, 
all due to disputes over physical 
facilities and related Issues, 
marred the opening of the school 
year. 

The police were called to the com- 
prehensive high school in Jaffa 
when students and their parents 
blocked Rehov Yeffet to protest the 
city's failure to Improve the 
physical condition of the school. 
The police officers were attacked; 
two pupils and one adult were 
arrested, but all were later releas- 
ed. 

The police were also called to the 
Bloch school in Tel Aviv where • 


parents decided to strike oveT lack 
of appropriate toilet facilities. 
There was no violence. 

City officials accompanied by 
police led several first graders out 
of the Raxnat Aviv Glmmel school, 
since these children were legally 
registered at a neighbouring 
school, Arazlm. The parents con- 
sidered the Ramat Aviv Glmmel 
more desirable. School authorities 
decided to keep Ramat Aviv 
Glmmel closed today in the hope of 
settling the dispute. 

Seventy special education pupils 
from the Etzion school Ln Bnel Brak 
didn't start their studies because 
their parents do not want them 
moved to an old building in Pardes 
Katz. The Etzion school building 
has been given over to a Beit 
Ya'acov religious girls’ school 
which serves 600 pupils from the 
Immediate neighbourhood. A 
spokesman for the city explained 
that the handicapped students must 
be transported to school anyway 
and therefore they can be moved to 
another school. 

A threatened strike at the coun- 
try's largest school, the Yitzhak 
Sadeh school in Bat Yam. was 
averted at the last minute by the 
principal. He took advantage of 
differences of opinion among the 
parents. The parents were 
protesting arrangements for first 
graders to iearn in the school 
-hillwAy until temporary 
classrooms are erected in the 
grounds of a neighbouring school. 
Those parents who favour strike ac- 
tion are still trying to convince their 
colleagues to close the school until 
their demands are met. 

At another Bat Yam school, 
Givati, parents did go through with 
their strike threat. The dispute was 
over lack of classrooms for first 
graders. 

Four other Tel Aviv area schools, 
with 2,000 pupils between them, 
remained closed yesterday, as 
parents' councils kept their 
children away because of “inade- 
quate learning conditions.” 

In Haifa, no major disruptions 


were reported as more than 72.000 
children attended school. Disputes 
involving three schools were settled 
on Sunday. Ellezer Alter, in charge 
of municipal educational affairs, 
said that he and Mayer Arye Gurel 
toured several schools and reached 
the conclusion that this school 
year’s opening was “one of the less 
eventful one? we can remember." 

Alter noted that rive classrooms 
were added to Haifa's largest 
school in Klryat Chaim, thus 
avoiding the need of a second shift. 

Neither the Hupln school in the 
Sha’ar Ha’atiya quarter, nor the 
Einstein school, which serves the 
Danya and Upper Carmel 
neighbourhoods, were locked out 
despite the parents’ threat to do so. 
“The first school had safety 
problems, which we solved, while 
the second Is simply too crowded. 
Together with the parents' com- 
mittee we have worked out a 
satisfactory solution," Alter said. 


Hussein and pope 
confer on status 
of Jerusalem 

ROME fUPU. — Jordan’s King 
Hussein yesterday conferred with 
Pope John Paul n and Vatican 
Secretary of State Cardinal 
Agostino Casarc.ll on the status of 
Jerusalem. 

Both sides declined to reveal the 
contents of their talks, but Hussein 
was understood to have solicited 
Vatican support against Israel's 
formal declaration that all 
Jerusalem is its capital. 

The king went by Italian military 
helicopter to the papal summer 
residence in Caatel Gandolfo- 

After the meeting, which lasted 
for 30 minutes. Hussein flew to Lon- 
don for a private visit. 

The Vatican has been calling for 
legal safeguards enforced by an in- 
ternational body to “guarantee the 
religious rights of Jews. Moslems 
and Christians in Jerusalem." 


New ‘gesture’ 
on J’lem may 
budge Sadat

Senior Israeli policymakers 
feel that an Israeli gesture on 
the Moslem Holy Places In 
Jerusalem could bring Egypt to 
resume the stalled autonomy 
talks — and that Israel should 
consider such a gesture. The 
policymakers gave their opi- 
nion after the American special 
envoy, Sol Linowitz. had spent a 
long and arduous day of dis- 
cussions in Jerusalem yester- 
day on how to put the talks back 
on track. 

These policymakers believe that 
there is at least a chance that Presi- 
dent Sadat would be prepared to 
resume the talks now in sp“e of his 
many public assertions that there is 
no point in resuming them until 
after the U.S- presidential election. 
But to do so he requires — as he has 
Implied in his letters to Premier 
Begin — some new Israeli move 
that could be interpreted as a con- 
cession. 


Following the "Jerusalem Law," 
which Egypt cited as the cause of 
the suspension of the talks, a new 
signal of Israeli readiness to 
countenance Arab or Moslem con-, 
trot of the Temple Mount mosques 
could be the kind of gesture Sadat Is' 
seeking. 

But there is much heart- 
searching in top policy echelons 
here as to whether Israel should, as 
a matter of political principle and 
negotiating tactic, provide “a 
ladder," as one high source put It, 
"for Sadat to climb down off his 
tree." The Israeli side feels strong- 
ly that Egypt is at fault for having 
suspended the talks, and that 
therefore Israel ought not to be re- 
quired to pay a price for their 
resumption. 

The policymakers who favour 
considering a gesture on the mos- 
ques also seem to favour an In- 
definite postponement of the inten- 
tion to move the prime minister's 
office to East Jerusalem. The idea 
would be for Linowitz to take this 
package to Sadat tomorrow, and

Linowitz: Can’t afford 
to let talks stagnate

U.S. Middle East special envoy 
Sol Linowitz Is convinced that mov- 
ing the Prime Minister's Office to 
East Jerusalem will have a serious 
effect on- any prospect of resuming 
the autonomy negotiations. 

This is understood to have been 
one of the main points Linowitz 
raised yesterday in his three-hour 
talk with Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin. 

Similarly, in his view, the 
passage of a bill by the Knesset 
annexing the Golan Heights would 
be seen as a very serious step which 
would violate UN Security Council 
Resolution 242. and which could 
jeopardize the Camp David peace 
proems. 

Linowitz firmly believes that it is 
in Israel's best interest to resume 
the negotiations, because time is 
not on its ride. 

Should the negotiations die, the 
Europeans, tbe Arab countries and 
others are standing by with in- 
itiatives which will not be In 
Israel's favour, he said. As long as 
there is a viable negotiating 
process, Washington' can at least 
tell the Europeans effectively not to 
interfere and let the current peace 
process take its course. 


Linowitz, admitted that he has 
often had to muster his patience 
during the drawn out and often In- 
terrupted autonomy talks In order 
to adapt himself to the pace of the 
negotiating parties. He feels that it 
is most disappointing how issues 
like the Jerusalem Law have in- 
terfered with the negotiations. 

Although he has no Illusion that 
the autonomy talks can be resumed 
during his current Middle East tour 
— the first in over three months — 
Linowitz is trying to tackle all those 
issues, albeit extraneous to the ac- 
tual autonomy negotiations, which 
have disrupted the talks since last 
May. He believes that the sen- 
sitivities on both sides for the con- 
cerns of the other party which ex- 
isted over a year ago must be reviv- 
ed to create an atmosphere con- 
ducive to the autonomy talks, which 
are not being held in a vacuum. 

He lists as Israel’s grave con- 
cerns the slow pace of normaliza- 
tion of relations between Israel and 
Egypt, the lack of visits by Egyp- 
tians. and the criticism in the Egyp- 
tian press, all of which weigh heavi- 
ly on the political atmosphere. 

On the Egyptian side, Linowitz 
singles out the three main concerns

Navon discusses Cairo visit 
with Egyptian ambassador

President Yitzhak Navon told 
Egyptian Ambassador Sa’ad Mor- 
tada yesterday that he would not 
request an Invitation to speak 
before the People’s Assembly In 
Cairo.

Mort&da called on Navon at Beit 
Hanassi for an hour-long talk, dur- 
ing which he received a copy of a 
letter Navon sent to Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat accepting 
his invitation to make a state visit 
to Egypt. 

The original was sent by 
diplomatic pouch to Eliahu Ben- 
Elissar, .Israel’s ambassador to 


Egypt, who will give It to Sadat. 
The exact details of the visit will be 
worked out with the help of Ben- 
El is sar and his staff. No date was 
mentioned In the letter, but Belt 
Hanassi prefers a trip after the 
middle of October. 

Mortada told the president he 
was sure that he will be received 
warmly by the Egyptian people 
during the state visit and that the 
trip will improve relations between 
the two countries. 

The ambassador also told Navon 
that he is making progress learning 
Hebrew, and he demonstrated it for 
waiting reporters, saying “fm 
Yirtse Bashent" (“God willing'') in 
response to one question. 


Cairo press rips into Begin again

CAIRO. — The Egyptian press 
yesterday resumed Its attacks on 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin in 
spite of a presidential ban on per- 
sonal criticism of Israeli leaders. 

The editorial In the widely read 
right-wing newspaper Al-Akhbar 
said Begin'* explanation of Israel's 
stand on Jerusalem was "Illogical 
incoherent gibberish’’ and AU 
Ahram published a cartoon show- 
ing Begin dropping bombs on 
Lebanon. “I like this kind of 
negotiation,” the caption read. 


Al-Akhbar went on to say that 
Begin was completely bankrupt of 
convincing arguments. From now 
on his excuses would meet only the 
derision and scorn of the world, it 
said. 

President Anwar Sadat last 
month told newspaper editors to 
refrain from attacks on Begin, 
following formal protests from 
Israel against cartoons comparing 
the Israeli government's policy 
towards the West Bank with that of 
Adolf Hitler's Germany towards 
the rest of Europe.

— Several thousand 
residents of the Hatikva quarter 
here demonstrated yesterday 
agnlnat what they called the 
government's failure to come 
through with the money it had 
promised for Project Renewal 
programmes in the neighbourhood. 

The demonstrators were joined 
by Tel Aviv Mayor Shlomo Lahat, 
who blasted the government for the 
slow progress In implementing 
rehabilitation programmes in the 
area. 

Lahat said the Ministries of Hous- 
ing and Education had not carried 
out even one of the approved 
programmes for the Hatikva 
quarter.

Burg will ask cabinet: 

Can a minister under probe 
be suspended from post?

Interior Minister Yosef Burg 
yesterday said that he would con- 
sult with other cabinet ministers to 
determine whether a minister 
suspected of committing a felony 
should be suspended from his post 
while the investigation is going on. 

Burg, whose ministry is also 
responsible for the police, was 
replying to reporters' questions in 
Jerusalem on the current police in- 
vestigation - into alleged 
irregularities In the Religious Af- 
fairs Ministry, in which Minister 
Aharon Abuhatzeira has been im- 
plicated. Both Burg and 
Abuhatzeira are leaders in the 
National Religious Party. 

Burg said he was not 
"interfering** with the investiga- 
tion. Asked whether he knew of the 
police examination of files at the 
ministry two weeks ago, he said: "I 
did not know of the scope of the in- 
vestigation." 

It has been learned that senior 
police officers deliberately, conceal- 
ed from the minister facts per- 
taining to the investigation l^order 
to prevent the investigation from 
getting bogged down in 
bureaucracy. 

According to an Interior Ministry 
source, the chief police in- 
vestigator, Tat-Nitzav Blnyamln 
Siegal, did not let Inspector- 
General Herzl Shafir in on the 
details of the investigation. 

A senior police source last night 
stated that the police are not re- 
quired to keep the Interior minister 


Informed on the progress of a 
criminal Investigation, or even of 
the fact that such an investigation 
is being held. 

"We checked the law concerning 
this, and as responsible law officers 
we know how to behave, even in 
cases where a minister is In- 
volved," the source said. 

The source said that the in- 
vestigation into the Religious Af- 
fairs Ministry had been ordered, in 
writing, by Attorney-General 
Yitzhak Zamir. 

"The Inspectbr-general (Herzl 
Shafir) had informed Burg that an 
investigation was being conducted, 
but he is not able to brief the 
minister four times a day,” the 
source added. 

It was learned that apparently 
only tour senior police officers are 
in the total picture: Shafir, Zlgel, 
head of police intelligence Tat- 
Nitzav Yigal Marcus, and head of 
national investigations branch, Nit- 
zav Yehezkel Carti. 


The Knesset's Interior Com- 
mittee today will debate MK Moshe 
Amar'a demand to replace the 
police investigators in the case with 
another team of Investigators. 

Amar (Labour Alignment) told 
the committee's chairman, MK 
Shlomo Hillel, that he did not object 
to the investigation itself, but to the 
way it was conducted without the 
knowledge of the interior minister 
of the inspector-general. "This was 
not a raid on the Mafia... and such a 
sensitive subject required that the 
governmental level be kept In- 
formed," he said. 


Official agrees to accept 
Religions Ministry top post

Gedalia Schreiber, the 52-year- 
old chairman of the Jerusalem 
Religious Council and a member of 
Religious Affairs Minister Aharon 
Abuhatzeira' s wing of the National 
Religious Party, has agreed "in 
principle" to take the vacant job of 
ministry director-general. 

Schreiber told The Jerusalem 
Post that he decided to reverse bis 
original decision to turn 
Abuhatzeira down "in order to save 
the ministry, which is sinking fast." 

"The religious council chairman 
maintained that the ministry’s 
troubles — intensified by the police 
investigation of its operations and 
of the minister himself — Induced 
him to take the job. 

* Schreiber may take unpaid leave 
from the religious council and join 
the ministry. 


Before Schreiber formally agrees 
to take the position, be will insist 
that he Is given all the authority of a 
director-general. ■ 

Abuhatzeira, wbo fired Yisraei 
Lippel from the position a few 
months ago after two years of battl- 
ing with him over authority, had 
gradually withdrawn the director- 
general's responsibilities. 

Schreiber Is a member of the 
NRP's Likud u'Tmura faction, as 
were Lippel and MK David Glass 
before they split over the Lippel fir- 
ing. 

Abuhatzeira had been looking for 
an Ashkenazi Jew for the director- 
general post. 

Asked what he would do if the 
minister were to be charged with 
wrong-doings, Schreiber would only 
say that he was going to work "for 
the ministry." 


Legal papers of two Hebron 
deportees seized at bridge

Legal documents Intended for the 
'deported former mayors of Hebron 
and Halhoul were seized by 
military government officials at the 
Allenby Bridge on Sunday. But the 
documents will probably be return- 
ed to their courier — a Hebron town 
councillor — today, according to a 
military government source. 

The documents, affidavits and 


powers of attorney prepared for 
former Hebron mayor. Fabd 


former Hebron mayor. Fabd 
Kawaame and former Halhoul 
mayor Mohammed Milhem by their 
advocate, Felicia Longer, are 
necessary to begin the appeal 
procedure to the military advisory 
board as recommended by last 
month's High Court of Justice deci- 
sion. 


The court recommended that the 
two deportees, currently in Am- 
man. apply in writing to the board 
to have their summary depor- 
tations reconsidered. The two men, 
together with the kadi of Hebron, 
Sheikh Rajlb al-Tamlml, were 
deported hours after the Belt 
Hadaasah terrorist attack on June 2 
in which, six Jewish settlers were 
gunned down. The court found that 
there were no grounds for Tamlml' 
to appeal.

The documents, which were en- 
dorsed by the Hebron municipal 
coun cil, confirm that, the two

Haled Aaouli, a member of the 
council, was stopped at the bridge 
and the documents were taken from 
him. He was also said to be carry- 
in g m ore than the permitted 
allowance of Jordanian dinars and 
was sent back to Hebron.

mentioned In President Anwar 
Sadat's letters to Begin, namely the 
Jerusalem Law, settlement policy 
in the West Bank and the treatment 
of Palestinian Arabs in the ad- 
ministered territories. 

Unowltz does not role out the 
possibility of another summit 
meeting between President Jimmy 
Carter, Sadat and Begin, even 
before the U.S. November elections 
— but only as part of a continuing 
negotiating process In which some 
special problems would have to be 
tackled at the summit level. 

The U.S. special envoy recalls 
almost with nostalgia the fact that 
last May’ Just before Sadat decided 
to suspend the autonomy talks over 
the tabling of the Jerusalem Bill, 
agreement had been reached about 
some 80 per cent of the areas at ac- 
tivities which would be transferred 
from the military government to the ‘ 
self-governing authority of the 
autonomy. There was also agree- 
ment on the modalities of the elec- 
tions-for the autonomy, and on what 
Linowitz considers an extraor- 
dinary achievement, Israel's 
agreement at last to discuss securi- 
ty problems at the next round of the 
autonomy talks. 

All these points have been Bumm- 
ed up In a carefully drafted docu- 
ment by the Americans which both 
Israel and Egypt have and which 
could serve as an initial draft 
agreement once the autonomy talks 
‘are resumed. 

Prior to the latest suspension of 
the autonomy talks by Egypt, 
Linowitz, Interior Minister Yosef 


Burg and Egyptian Foreign 
Minister Kamal Hassan All had 
agreed in July in Washington to set 
up four separate committees which 
would get the negotiations back on 
• track. This procedure .could easily 
be adopted now as well In resumed 
negotiations, Unowltz believes. 

Linowitz denies in no uncertain 
terms any notion that his current 
visit is designed as part of Carter's 
election campaign, despite hints in 
the Egyptian press to that effect. 

The U.S. envoy does not mince 
words in warning of dire conse- 
quences should the Camp David 
peace process be perceived as 
dead. There will be noway then to 
stave off a European Initative 
which ostensibly holds out greater 
hopes for the Palestinians, but 
which in effect cannot offer much 
more than what is being done 
through the autonomy talks. What 
is more, an era of antagonism and 
even hostilities could then resume. 

Linowitz has no doubt us to 
Israel's deep desire to move the 
negotiations towards the achieve- 
ment of peace, but he is not 
altogether sure whether Israel 1s 
also ready to take the- necessary 
steps towards this end. It is almost 
heartbreaking, in his view, to see a 
way to peace for the first time in 
decades, and not to take full advan- 
tage of it. 

■ Linowitz fully appreciates how 
hard it is for a country like Israel to 
>put aside misgivings aftpr so many 
'bitter experiences, but in bis view, 
one must recognize that if this op- 
portunity for peace Is missed, 
Israel might never have it again.

present it as signifying Israel’s ar- 
dent determination to pursue the 
autonomy negotiations.

But one high source warned 
against too bleak a view of the 
Linowitz visit before it had ended. 
There would be a further whole day 
of talks and behind-the-scenes 
deliberations today, the source 
noted. 

Plainly the American envoy does 
want to take some sort of package 
from Israel to Egypt in Ms effort to 
re-launch the talks. He has made 
his own view clear that a continued 
suspension would jeopardize the en- 
tire Camp David process . 

In addition to his three hours with 
Begin at the Knesset, Unowltz met 
separately yesterday with Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir and chief 
autonomy negotiator Yosef Burg. 
Shamir pointed out that Egypt was 
Implementing the "normaliuttlon" 
clauses only grudgingly, and this in 
itself tended to put a damper on the 
peace* process. 

Today. Linowitz will meet again 
with Begin, and will also hold a ses- 
sion with the full autonomy 
negotiating team. He has also 
asked for (separate) meetings with 
Labour chairman Shimon Peres 
and former premier Yitzhak Rabin. 

He termed his session with Begin 
yesterday "very productive... very 
valuable and thorough. We fully ex- 
plored various of the most signifi- 
cant questions.". A Begin aide 
described the session as "good, 
comprehensive and very -detailed

The three then returned to their 
ce\ls by themselves. The following 
day it was discovered that Halawa 
and Musaa were suffering from 
pneumonia, and they were 
hospitalized in Assaf Harofe 
Hospital. Jaafari, who according to 
testimony had eaten rice and milk 
voluntarily and had even asked for 
two portions, also, had pneumonia. 
He was taken to hospital, but died 
on the way, his death complicated 
. by food which apparently bad lodg- 
ed In his wind pipe, according to the 
report. 

“Halawa died after . two days in 
hospital, and Mussa recovered," 
the report said. 

The committee also determined 
that conditions in Nafha were large- 
ly better than in other prisons in 
JkraeJ and the. territories. "We con- 
cluded that the strike began 
because of political reasons, to 
return the leaders, who were con- 
centrated In Nafha, to other prisons 
in Israel." 

Despite this, the committee, 
agreed that some of the prisoners’ 
demands were justified.

HAIFA. — Technlon President 
Amos Horev, who chaired a special 
committee investigating immigra- 
tion and absorption, said yesterday 
that if the recommendations of his 
committee had been adopted, some 
of the causes of the present unrest 
in absorption centres could have 
been avoided. 

The Horev Committee, which 
made the exhaustive eight- month . 
study, presented its report and 
recommendations to the govern- 
ment exactly four years ago. 

"Neither the previous govern- 
ment nor the present one did 
anything with our report, for coali- 
tion and personal reasons," Horev 
told a press conference. 

Horev Insisted that the many 
recommendations and proposals for 
change and improvement “are as 
pertinent today as they were when 
we made our report to September 


1976". 

He stressed that, to addition to 
the administrative changes 
recommended, which had called for 
the abolition of both the Absorption 
Ministry and the Jewish Agency’s 
immigration and absorption 
departments, to be replaced by an 
overall authority, they had also 
proposed dozens of operative 
changes which could have been 
carried out even if the government 
was chary of replacing the whole 
framework. 

Horev said the committee had 
urged the removal of absorption 
centres from the three large cities 
to development towns, where the 
newcomers would be less exposed 
to the pressures and advice, often 
bad. of relatives. The centres would 
serve the purpose of population dis- 
persal, and more housing would be 
available in the towns. 

Another proposal was the revam- 
ping of ‘the Jewish Agency ^per-. 


aonnel dealing with absorption, 
many of wham had been in their 
jobs for many years, while the 
nature of the Immigrants and even 
their language had changed. 
"Those now completely unsuitable 
should be disnlssed," Horev said. In 
their stead professionals, such as 
teachers and community workers, 
should be engaged on a temporary 
basis for one or two years, thus 
assuring constant renewal. 

Horev praised the "excellent 
work" done by the immigrants 
associations. But. In answer to 
questions, he was reserved regar- 
ding the part played in the present 
strike by the president of the Rus- 
sian Immigrants Association, Ben- 
Gurlon University President Yosef 
Tekoah. 

”1 feel that, as a university presi- 
dent, I must be quite careful not to 
engage in public activity that 
deviates from the university 
framework." he noted. 


Skeleton found in Bar Kochba hideout

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
LATRUN. — Archaeologists have 
uncovered a skeleton to the un- 
derground hideouts used by Bar 
Kochba’a men. A coin minted by 
Bar Kochba lay on the bones. 

The discovery was mode recently 
In the Eked ruins near here by 
archaeologists from Tel Aviv 
University's classical studies 
department, 

Professor Mordechal Glchon, 
head of the department, said during 
a tour of the site yesterday that 
usually the presence of such a coin 
Is taken as sufficient proof for 
dating an archaeological find. 

But he would not confirm that the 
skeleton was really that of a Jewish 
rebel against Roman rule during 


the three-year rebellion that broke 
out In 182 C.E. The bones are now 
being examined by pathologists at 
the university's school of medicine. 

The caves of Eked ran for rome 
300 metres, reaching at plaoes 10 
metres in width. “It was here that 
the rebels hid before bursting into 
the open and driving the Romans 
out," Glchon said. 

"Later, howover, the Romans 
brought up reinforcements from 
Egypt and Syria, and tho Jews 
returned to the underground. They 
were well equipped in weapons and 
victuals and made frequent sorties 
until the Rom aha blocked &U air 
channels and lucarnes (dormer 
windows) by heavy stones," said 
Glchon, who supervised the dig.

Iran warns Jews going to Israel 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
The Iranian authorities yester- 
day officially warned Jews against 
what they termed "group Im- 
migration" to Israel, according to 
Kol Yisrael correspondent 
Menashe Amir. 

He quoted official Iranian Radio 
as saying: "Recently there's been a 
phenomenon of group migrations, 
In particular Jews to Israel. The 
Islamic revolutionary army warn- 
ed this evening that whoever Is 


planning to leave for Israel will be 
punished with all of the severity of 
the law." 

The Iranian authorities also 
demanded that airline companiea 
stop carrying passengers whose 
eventual destination is Israel. 

Kol Ylsrael's correspondent 
pointed out that this is the first time 
since Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini 
came to power that there has been 
an official announcement regar- 
ding immigration to Israel.

"The place was stormed and 
destroyed by Vespasian when he 
made his way up to Jerusalem dur- 
ing the great rebellion of 59 C.E.," 
Fisher said. 

It was the fourth consecutive 
digging season by the classical 
studies group under Glchon’s direc- 
tion. The digs are being financed by 
the Thyssen Foundation of Ger- 
many. 


Nazi victims 
protest end 
of reparations

HAIFA. — More than a hundred 
Holocaust survivors yesterday 
protested the West German 
government's "final payment" 
agreement with the Jewish Claims 
Conference, under which Bonn Is to 
pay another 400 million marks to 
settle all restitution claims. 

The protest, in the Gan Hazlkaron 
park here outside city hall, was 
held under the auspices of the 
World Federation of Victims of the 
Nazi Regime. 

Federation chairman Tuviya 
Friedman called on the govern- 
ment to repudiate the agreement. 
He demanded that the Knesset take 
up the issue and warned that if the 
agreement is carried out tens of 
thousands of former Nazi victims to 
Israel would be deprived of their 
just compensation. 

The participants decided to hold a 
massive protest rally outside the 
West German Embassy to Tel Aviv 
later this month, when Ambassador 
Klaus Schuetz returns from home 
leave.

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Turkish Jews alarmed by bombing, threats 


NEW YORK (JTA). — Jews to 
Turkey are beginning to worry 
about the Islamic resurgence to 
their country and recent anti- 
Semitic and anti-Zionist incidents, 
The New York Times reported from 
Istanbul yesterday. 

According to The Times, several 
developments In recent weeks have 
disturbed Turkish Jews, Including a 
bomb explosion to frost of the Chief 
Rabbinate In Istanbul, which caus- 
ed minor damage but no casualties ;

resolve hostage crisis 


TEHERAN (Rcutcri. - The firat 
authoritative Iranian proposal for 
, solving the American hostage 
crises was made In the Majlis 
t parliament! yesterday and it call- 
. . cd for acknowledgement by the 
jf u.S. of its past role in Iran and the. 
r ; return of the late shah's wealth. 

The proposal was made by the 
' Majlis foreign affairs commission 
in a draft reply to a letter from 187 
U.S. congressmen who appealed 
V two months ago for the early 
' release of 52 American hostages 
held by radical Moslem students 
since November 4. 

Commission member Moham- 
mad Khatami read the draft to an 
" extraordinary session of the Majlis. 
m ‘ which was in itructed last February 
' by revolutionary leader Ayatollah 
- Ruhollah Khomeini to set terms for 
. the hostages' release. 

'• Debate on the draft was adjourn- 
ed until an unspecified date. 

' Referring to ways of solving the 
T. hostage crisis, the document said, 
'* "The American government can 
take the first step by accepting 
responsibility for participation in 
" the actions of the shah's regime as 
_ well as compensating the financial 
and spiritual losses Inflicted on the 
Iranian people." 

Political source said the impor- 
- r tance of the proposal was that, un- 
■* like all past suggestions from 
■ Teheran for settling the hostage af- 
' fair, it came from within the one 
’ body — the Majlis — empowered to 
negotiate on the issue. 

But they cautioned that, even If 
the terms were acceptable to 
' Washington, the draft had not yet 
been approved by parliament as a 
1 whole and in' any case only spoke of 
" a first step towards ending the 
crisis. 

In another development,' the of- 
ficial Pars news agency reported 


ihnt Prime Minister Mohammad 
Ali Rjijiii had received a letter from 
U.S. Secretary of State Edmund 
Miisklc. Pars said Rajai would dis- 
close its contents shortly. 

Three weeks ago. Muskle said in 
an Interview that the U.S. was con- 
sidering new diplomatic Initiatives 
to try to secure the release of the 
hostages. 

On the domestic front, fresh trou- 
ble appeared to be looming over the 
formation of the new cabinet an- 
nounced by Rajai on Saturday 
without formal approval from 
President Abolhassan Bani-Sadr.

WASHINGTON (AP). — Chinese 
Vice-Premier Deng Xiaoping says 
the power of the U.S. is declining 
and a third world war “is in- 
evitable," possibly within the next 
10 years. 

“The war is inevitable because 
the superpowers exist and because 
their imperialism exists," Deng 
said in an interview published in 
yesterday's editions of The 
Washington Post. "The next 10 
years are very, very dangerous. 
They are frightful. We should never 
forget this fact, because only if we 
don't forget this fact may we adopt 
measures and policies to postpone 
the outbreak." 

Deng, regarded as the most 
powerful of China's leaders, made 
the statements in a two-part inter- 
view with Italian journalist Oziana 
Fallaci. 

He warned that the war could 
begin "almost anywhere" but said 
the Middle East and Indochina are 
the most likely trouble spots. 

Deng said that after World War II 
and the conflicts In Korea and Viet- 
nam! "the forces of the U.S. have 
heavily declined and the United 
States has been retreating. Now 
America Is on the defensive and 
let's fact it: America fears the 
Soviet Union. 

"As if this were not enough, with 
the political system they have, it 
isn't easy For the Americans to take 
immediate decisions. The Soviet 
Union instead is now on the offen- 
sive, and it can take Immediate 
decisions very quickly indeed." 

Deng said that "war will burst, 
sooner or later. And -whoever 
believes the contrary makes a 
tragic mistake ... The Soviet Union 
speaks every day about the SALT 
agreements, but In the meantime it 
continues to increase ita ar- 
maments. Its amount of atomic 
bombs and nuclear weapons is un- 
believable now, and the conven- 
tional weapons pile up in their 
warehouses.

(UNHCR) has begun a film, 
programme to resettle Kam- 
pucheans at present In Vietnam, 
Laos and Thailand in their homq 
villages, the organisation an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Phnom Peng authorities have 
agreed to let UNHCR staff visit 
same of the 310,000 Kampucheans 
who have already gone back home. 

The Geneva-based UNHCR has 
sent seven negotiating , missions to 
Kampuchea since last February, 
and on August 4 It received written 
assurances from Phnom Penh that 
it could check on how the 
programme was being run. The 
four-month programme, which 
started yesterday and will extend 
until the/end of December, will give 
the returning refugees food to meet 
their Immediate requirements, as 
well as seeds, tools and fishing nets.

IN THE PREFACE to today’s 
report. Amnesty says that It was 
prompted to carry out Its mission 
Inst June because of "persistent 
allegations of ill-treatment of 
prisoners in Israel and the occupied 
territories since the Six Day War." 

Thus a delegation comprising its 
secretary-general, Martin Ennals. 
and two other members of Its inter- 
national secretariat went to Israel 
and met members of the govern- 
ment and judiciary "-as well as a 
number of pedple not holding any 
official position but with relevant 
experience." 

The delegation told everyone 
whom it met that Amnesty believed 
that "substantial changes were 
needed" *in the legal and ad- 
ministrative procedures under 
which people suspected of offences 
against the security of the state 
were held. 

The delegation argued that under 
existing procedures, arrested 
suspects could be held for an "ex- 
cessively long' time without being 
allowed to meet relatives, lawyers 
or private doctors. In addition, the 
law permitted up to 18 days to, 
elapse after arrest before a securi- ' 
ty suspect had to be produced 
before a judicial authority." 

It also appeared that the system 
of medical examination and the 
documenting of prisoners' medical 
condition "was Inadequate to es- 
tablish a clear record of their 
physical condition while in 
custody." 

And while praising the "formal 
rights" given by Israel to the Red 
Gross to visit prisoners — these 
rights are described as "among the 
best that organization has been 
granted anywhere in the world" — 
Amnesty adds that "the provisions 
of the agreement and its Implemen- 
tation were not such as to ensure 
the full protection of prisoners' 
rights.’? . 

THE AMNESTY delegation told the 
Israelis that these aspects of the*' 
procedures for holding arrested 
security suspects "were such as to 
increase the risk of llltreatment of 
prisoners and made official refuta- 
tion of such allegations less than 
convincing." 

But the discussions between the 
Amnesty delegation and the Israeli 
authorities last June "did not 
alleviate Amnesty’s concern about 
any of these matters." It thus sub- 
mitted Its memorandum and 
received a 15-page reply from the 
attorney-general. •

Offici al inquiries by the Israeli

which, as applied to, arrested 
security suspects In the occupied 
territories, permit such allegations 
to arise.” 

Little In the memorandum in the 
way of allegations is new. For ex- 
ample, several, pages are devoted 
to the Sunday Times allegations of 
2977 which Israel has refuted. But 
Amnesty says that Israel's 
response “leaves many questions 
unanswered." . The Israeli 
authorities were “generally unable 
to' provide convincing evidence and . 
arguments that such ill-treatment 
did not occur.” 

Amnesty also cites four case 
histories. In three of the cases, the 
individuals are not named and the 
dates and places were changed “at 
theTequest of the individuals in- 
volved.” The fourth concerns 
Ismail Ajweh and the allegations 
are taken from press reports In 
2977."-. , •

ZAMIR IS scathing about Amnesty 
in his reply. Despite its claims of 
impartiality, the attorney-general 


says that the memorandum 
“blatantly fall to offer an impartial, 
even-handed portrayal of Israel's 
treatment of security detainees in 
the administered areas.” 

Amnesty makes allegations and 


criticism ‘'without attempting ob- 
jectively to analyse all the Inherent 
aspects of the problem or to take 
account of the realities In which 
these issues arise.” The realities to 
which he refers are the acts of 
terrorism with which Israel Is con- 
tinually faced and the "flagrant 
violations of all civilized norms by 
the PLO and Its associated terrorist 
groups." 

Zamir points out tbat the Amnes- 
ty report on Northern Ireland in 
1978 described the political 
background to the problem." It is 
thus all the more disturbing that 
such was not the case with the 
Amnesty International memoran- 
dum presented to Israel.” 

In addition to criticizing Amnesty 
for using the Sunday Times 
allegations, Zamir also takes the 
organization to task for referring to 
the Washington Post reports of 
allegations made by Alexandra 
Johnson, the former U.S. consular 
official in Jerusalem, and to the 
National Lawyers' Guild 
report. The la tter, he points out, 
was partly 71naneedJ>y the PLO. 

"In sum," Zamir states, “the 
basic premise on which the 
memorandum has been prepared, 
the sources on which Amnesty 
relies for much of its information 
and the imbalanced manner in 
which these sources are presented 
in the memorandum, raise 
questions about the credibility and 
impartiality of the findings." 


REPLYING TO the charge of bias 
in its use of sources. Amnesty 
states that "the common conclu- 
sion of these reports... is that In- 
stances of ill-treatment occur too 
frequently. Amnesty’s purpose in 
presenting such summary con- 
clusions was simply to show... a 
sufficient level of consistency to 
warrant serious concern." 

Zamir also completely dis- 
misses Amnesty's allegation that 
security detainees are seriously 
limited in their free choice of 
defence counsel. This, he says, la 
"entirely without foundation.” He 
also categorically denies "the In- 
credible practices" with which in- 
terrogation personnel are charged 
in the memorandum. 

He "totally rejects out of hand" 
the suggestion that the composi- 
tion of Israel's military courts"in 
any sense diminishes the quality of 
the justice provided or taints the 
proceedings with a political 
character." 

Never before, Zamir says, have 
the Israeli legal system and its 
courts been seriously questioned. 

The final word comes from 
Amnesty: Referring to the 
attorney-general's defence of the 
status quo because of the "excep- 
tional security dilemma" which 
Israel faces, it comments tbat 
while international conventions 
permit governments to take 
emergency measures, they re- 
quire the protection of fundamen- 
tal human rights. 

"Basic human rights do not 
change according to cir- 
cumstances; they are Irreducible 
and they Include freedom from 
torture and from cruel, Inhuman 
or degrading treatment."

Toying with games 


Greer Fay Cashman investigates our toy export industry. 


HOLIDAY periods are characterized by 
good food and gift giving, with children as 
the main recipients, especially of the latter. 
The variety of toys and games on display in 
the shops is mind-boggling, and unfortunate- 
ly, so are the prices, especially on. imports. 

Actually, except for a few specialty items, 
there's no valid reason to buy imported toys 
and games. There are some 200 local firms 


engaged in the manufacture of board games, 
plastic toys, wooden toys, stuffed toys and 
didactic toys according to Ronnie Reiber, 
director of the Toys, Games and Educational 
Aids Division of the Israel Export Institute. 

Of these 200 firms, 60 are geared for ex- 
port, and last year earned $7. 6m. in foreign 
currency for Israel. The forecast for this 
year is $10ra. The major markets are in the. 


U.S., Germany, England, Holland, Belgium, 
Italy and Scandinavia; and there are also 
promising markets In Australia, Canada and 
South Africa. 

Israel has given serious attention to the ex- 
port of toys and games for just a little over a 
decade. The main exposure to overseas 
buyers is via the annual Nuremberg Toy 
Fair, held every February. Israel will be

spoken, bushy-bearded manufac- 
turer. 

His merchandise, sold out of the 
three-room ahop-cum-factor^Jn the 
picturesque Rehov Shilo off Rehov 
Bezalel, housed in a building built 
90 years ago, attracts backpackers 
from around the country and 
foreign tourists who are ready to 
pay a bit more for durability and 
quality. 


IT'S RARE for a customer 
anywhere to get a year's guarantee 
on cloth goods and a lifetime 
guarantee on the stitching. 

But that's what Is being offered 
by Steve Wise, the 29-year-old 
Florida-born entrepreneur who 
founded Steve’s Packs in central 
Jerusalem. The quality of the nylon 
packs he makes is so high and the 
workmanship ' so solid that only 
about one-tenth of one per cent of 
his clients ever come back to de- 
mand their rights under the 
guarantee. "And I'm very pleased 
when they do come back, because It 
gives me an idea of any weak points 
to be corrected,'' says the soft- 


K His range — all in bold- coloured, 
waterproof uvlon — Includes a 


waterproof nylon — Includes a 
child's wallet for IS9 to an elaborate 
backpack for IS490. 

In between are a money belt for 
passports and travellers' cheques 
that can be worn inside or out; 
tourists' handbags; bicyclers' 
packs: bags for canteens; and 
backpacks for schoolchildren. 

Israeli youngsters, who lack 
school lockers ami thus have to 
carry books to and fro daily, have 
begun to discover that nylon packs 
are lighter and stronger than the 
old style imitation-leather brief- 
cases. Their demand, and those of 
tourists and local hikers. Increase 
Steve’s business so much in the 
summer that he has to triple his 


working staff during the busy 
.season. 

Steve especially enjoys the 
human contact with customers, the 
people who bring In friends with 
recommendations, and the provi- 
sion of special orders. 

From time to time, men from cer- 
tain army units will come in to ask 
for a custom-made bag for special 
military items. One musician from 
the Israel Philharmonic requested 
a narrow-waisted case for his 
violin. A mother who sent her child 
to tuba lesBons wanted a bag for the 
Instrument. 

Steve, who studied architecture 
at Yale University and teaches a 
course or. "Training in Three- 
Dimensional Thought" at the 
Bezalel Academy of Art, had no 
business experience before he 
plunged into packs. "I first sewed a 
backpack and sleeping bag myself 
10 years ago." he recalls, "and I 
designed some that my students 
and colleagues at SezaJel wanted to 
buy. An ardent outdoors man who 
spent six months backpacking 
through Europe before coming to 
Israel In early 1978. Steve knows 


how packs should be designed. 

He found that local nylon-cloth 
manufacturers produced low- 
quality goods, and none of them 
was willing to make specially for 
him the high-quality material he 
wanted. So he was forced to Import 
nylon cloth from the U.S., which is 
responsible for his “nightmare** of 
dealing with Israeli customs of- 
ficials. 

Steve maintains that for almost 
two years, he made no money from 
his enterprise, because customs 
was constantly changing 
regulations on importers' registra- 
tion without informing him and 
charging fines (at a flat 10 per cent 
of the vAlue of the goods) . 

"The customs agents all agree 
with me that my type should be 
classified for lower customs, but 
they shrug their shoulders and say 
that some official made the deci- 
sion and that’s the way it is.” says 
Steve resignedly. "The government 
has made my life miserable." 

Still, although It is much easier to 
be a wage-earner than independent. 
Steve thinks there Is plenty of room 
in Israel for entrepreneurs. The 
economy is flexible enough to allow 
small businessmen who do things 
well and produce an attractive 
product to succeed, If they can stick 
out the bad times. 

Married to an Israeli-born 
Hebrew teacher, Steve notes that 
one of the main reasons why he 


participating’ for the ninth time next year. 
Israeli manufacturers of educational aids 
will travel to Basle in March for the biennial 
Did acta Exhibition conducted under the 
auspices of Eurodidac, which Is headr 
quartered in Switzerland, and every two 
years chooses a different European venue 
for exhibition purposes. 

Israel participated for the first time last 
year, when Didacta was held In Dusseldorf, 
but made the mistake of showing educational 
toys instead of the more sophisticated- 
educational aids. Outstanding Israeli firms 
in the development of educational aids are 
Degem, Sldt, Radat, Adei Ad. and. Doron 
Layeled, which also produce complete elec- 
tronic systems, plastic facsimiles of parts.of 
the body for biology students and whole 
classrooms complete with blackboards, toys, 
building blocks, etc. 

Within the category of regular toys and 
games, one firm alone is responsible for half 
of Israel's exports — Toylandi which, 
manufactures a delightful array of cuddly 
stuffed toys. 

While one sees a fair sampling of typically 
Jewish or Israeli dolls in souvenir shops, 
Ronnie Reiber says that generally speaking, 
Israeli manufacturers are Wary of producing 
toys with ethnic connotations. ‘The market is 
simply too small. As for electronic, games, 
efforts are being made to expand this line, 
but Israel stands very little chance of com- 
peting with the Far East, whose specializa- 
tion in this area exceeds that of most other 
countries. 

“We are being recognized abroad,” says 
Reiber, "as a country with a sound founda- 
tion for educational toys." Orda, a Rehov ot- 
based company, employs a think-tank team 
to dream up games for the whole family, - 
designed to sharpen the brain. 

Creative Games of Tel Aviv have a large 
range of games and puzzles to help develop 
logic, observation, deduction and differentia- 
tion. 

Another Tel Aviv firm, Landa Light In- 
dustries, some years ago Introduced Rum- 
mikub, a mixture of scrabble, dominoes and_ 
gin rummy, which took America by storm 
and also sold well in Germany, Canada and 
England. On the home front, social workers 
have found It a blessing in helping to keep 
elderly members of community centres 
busy. 

“Busy” Is often the key-word when it com- 
es to selecting toys and games. Parents who 
don’t want their children underfoot all the 
time, yet simultaneously don’t want the 
worry of what may happen, to them if they 
play In the street, prefer to buy toys which 
will keep a child fascinated and occupied. 

If your child has a talent for hand-crafts, 
Empi-Craft has exactly what you need by 
way of packaged creative tapestry kits com- 
plete with canvas, needle, different coloured 
wools and -frames. The stitches are simple' 
and even a child of five can manage one of 
these tapestries with ease. 

For other addicts of handicrafts, Balsa 
Donde Ltd. has boxed kits of aeroplane 
models of balsa wood and plastic, complete' 
with engine components. There are four 
types of planes in the series, all of which can 
be launched and fiownu 

Another source offaacination produced for 
children of either sex, is toy furniture 
manufactured by Hoflt. With both functional . 
and fun purposes, it can keep a child ab- 
sorbed for hours at a time.

Celina shows you how to make your own 
pot-pourri and pomanders.. 



vj tsp anise seeds 
You don't need hundreds of dried 
flowers and herbs, just one large 
bunch of roses and some lavender 
will make an excellent pot-pourri, 
but if you happen to have other 
flowers, add them too. When the 
flowers are finished, take the petals 
off and dry them in the sun on a 
large sheet of paper. Mix the petals, 
lavender and salt together In a 
large wide-necked Jar, and seal the 
jar. After 12 hours, add all the 
spices and .herbs. Mix everything 
well together. If possible, add a few 
drops of*essential oil, % teaspoon 
rose oil, K teaspoon jasmin oil, or 
10 drops bergamot oil. 

There- are many, many ways of 
making pot-pourri: it is simply a 
matter of putting any fragrant 
herbs and dried flowers together, so 
mix anything you have available, 
and make your opm personal pot- 
pourri. 


A glass or ceramic ashtray filled 
with some pot-pourri, and covered 
with scc-through film paper, makes 
a most acceptable gift. 

Pomanders 

I prefer oranges, as Z think they 
look nicer, and smell better, but 
apples can be used as well. Make 
sure the fruit is absolutely fresh 
and unblemished. Starting from the 
top 1 stalk end) and going around in 
circles, make short holes and press 
the cloves firmly into the holes. If 
too much juice runs out. place in the 
sun to dry, and continue later. For a 
hanging pomander, tie a pretty rib- 
bon crosswise around the fruit, and 
pierce through the ribbon in a few 
places to keep in position, putting a 
clove In each hole. Mix together on 
a square of tissue paper 2 teaspoons 
orris root powder and 2 teaspoons 
ground nutmeg. Roll the pomander 
in this, then twist the paper lightly 
round it, and store in a dark cup- 


board for a few weeks until quite 
dry and hard. It wil] last for a very 
long time, and again, makes a most 
attractive present for both men and 
women. 

A knitting needle, thin nail, or 
straightened paper clip can be used 
for piercing the fruit before inser- 
ting the cloves up to thetr "necks.” 
Take care not to pierce too deep a 
hole, as the juice will escape. 

I*-i. vender and Pot-pourri Bags 

Simple bags can be made In a 
trice by cutting a circle of pretty 
cotton fabric and placing a few 
spoonsful of dried lavender flowers, 
or pot-pourri mixture In the centre. 
Gathering the material up. tie tight- 
ly with a colourful ribbon, and haxig 
them on hangers, or place them in 
drawers. 

Tiny oblong bolsters of checked 
gingham, tied at both ends with a 
scarlet ribbon, look expensive, and 
cost only a few lirot to make, whilst , 
square sachets of satin, lace or 
brocade, edged with frothy lace, 
frosted with little beads, or simply 
adorned with one small artificial 
flower, look enchanting, and give a 
feeling or luxury to drawers or 
shelves. 

Pillows 

If you have difficulty in sleeping, 
try nn herb pillow. These were ex- 
tremely popular amongst Vic- 
torians, who used them to soothe 
their nerves and induce refreshing 
sleep. They can be equally useful 
today, and are sold in vast numbers 
in many English shops; insomniacs 
will find them useful popped under 
their ordinary pillows. They can be 
so easily made, and are also pretty 
and decorative on a bed, scattered 
amongst other cushions. The most 
common Ingredient is hops, which 
have an extremely soporific effect, 
but they are hard to find here. So 
make a bag about 28 cm x 20 cm (or 
any size or shape you fancy) In cot- 
ton. and fill it with a mixture of 
dried lavender, dried rose petals, 
thyme, marjoram, cinnamon, dried 
lemon and orange peel, pine 
needles, and a few bay leaves. It Is 
advisable to make a slip cover for It 
so that It can be washed. Use any 
dainty remnant, a piece of old lace, 
chintz, or modem curtaining, or 
perhaps the same material as your 
sheets.

CARD playing is a common enough 
pastime in Tsracl to warrant the ex- 
istence of several card manufac- 
turing companies. And indeed, aver 
the years, many businessmen have 
attempted to reap a profit not by 
playing cards, but by making 
cards. With the exception of 
Ya'acov Maas, none of them hit the 
jackpot. 

Maas, who operates Lion Playing 
Cards out of a converted walk-up 
apartment in Tel Aviv’s equivalent 
to New York’s Lower East Side, 
gave up his share in a lucrative dia- 
mond concern as the result of a 
game of rummy which conscience 
forbade him to play. 

It all started some 27 years ago, 
when Maas was attending the brit 
mila ceremony of the son of a fami- 
ly friend. The man had reached the 
status of paternity somewhat late In 
life, so the celebration was all the 
more joyful, and the guests stayed 
longer than usual. 

Maas suggested a game of rum- 
my. His host produced two- packs of 
cards, and when Maas idly glanced 
at one of the aces bearing the im- 
print of the manufacturer, he refus- 
ed to play. The cards were made in 
Jordan, and to Maas, the idea of 
buying anything manufactured In 
an enemy country bent on the 
destruction of Israel, was 
anathema. The other guests tried to 
laugh the matter off. but Maas 
berated their attitudes, claiming 
that they were providing the enemy 
with money for weapons with which 
to kill their sons. 

Needless to say, the ‘party broke 
up and the guests dispersed to their 
respective homes. Maas was scold- 
ed by his wife tor being a party 
pooper and spoiling everyone else’s 
fun. She kept at him all night, in- 
sisting that the least he could do 
was to apologize to their friend. By 
the next morning, following a 
sleepless night, he was in & suf- 
ficiently contrite mood to acquiesce 
to her demands. Accordingly, he 
presented himself at his friend’s 
front door, but before he had a 
chance to deliver his apology, his 
friend exclaimed, “You know. I 
couldn’t steep all night. I kept on 
thinking about what you said, and 
you were right." 

Maas, who had been one of the 
early settlers on Kibbutz Deganya 
Bet, still had some of the pioneering 
spirit left in him, and he figured 
that If he wanted to get Abdullah 
playing cards off the Israeli 
market, his best move was to set up 
in competition. 

He was stymied however, when 
he approached the relevant govern- 
ment authorities for a business per- 
mit. He had been pre-empted by 
two former army officers, and his 
request tor a permit was denied. 

Two months later, he was sum- 
moned back to the government offi- 
ces. The ex-mllitary men may have 
known all about strategy in the 
field, but when it came to business, 
the cards were stacked against 
them. 

For the first few years. Maas lost 
heavily on capital investment. The 
government was taxing him IL2 on 
ever pack of cards he produced, 
whereas In Poland for Instance, this 
Bum was the retail price for a pack 
or cards. Maas went to war with the 
tax authorities, his main gambit be- 
ing that they were cutting off their 
noses to spite their faces. “Reduce 
the taxes" he told them, "and we’ll 
both make more money." He was 
so persuasive that the tax was

Investment in moat of the shares 
of the country's banking system is 
supported by the “stabilization” ac- 
tivities of the banks themselves.

Lufthansa records growth 
despite world aviation crisis 


Not ready for financial centre 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Favourable con- 
ditions do not exist at present to es- 
tablish a "regional or inter- 
national" financial centra in Israel. 

This is the result of-.a joint study 
recently completed by Professor 
Ya'lr Orgleis of the faculty of 
management of the Tel Aviv 
University, and- David Kimche, of 
the international department of 
Bank Leuml. 

The study was made following a 
suggestion made some time ago by 
Ernst Japhet, head of Bank Leuml, 
that the peace treaty with Egypt 
had opened the way for seriously 
thinking along these llnee. 

The two researchers made com- 
parisons with three International 
financial centres, London, 
Singapore, and Bahrain, 

Although Israel has the skilled 


and experienced manpower 
necessary to run such a financial 
centre, and although It Is centrally 
located, the team of researchers 
felt that the time was not yet ripe 
since it found that few banks with 
international dealings were at pre- 
sent ready to open branches here. 

The liberalization of foreign 
currency In Israel removed one of 
the barriers which formerly ex- 
isted. 

However, even if such a centra 
were set up In the future, the 
researchers pointed out that special 
legislation would be necessary, 
both in regard to tax laws, and 
methods of supervision. 

Moreover, there would have to be 
a sharp distinction drawn between 
foreign banks using Israel as a cen' 
tro for their Internationa! dealings, 
and those catering to local needs.

TEL AVTV. — Lufthansa has flown 
86,600 passengers from Germany to 
Israel and back during the first half 
of this year, marking a 13. 7 per cent 
rise over the same period last year, 
airline sources said yesterday. 

Despite the world aviation crisis, 
Lufthansa has recorded growth In 
all operations during the first half 
Of 1980, totalling 6,814,865 
passengers by the end of June, an 
increase of almost 3 per cent over 
last year, the sources said. 

Lufthansa, which is celebrating 
Its 25th anniversary this year, Is 
now completing the replacement of 
its entire fleet of 28 Boeing 737s with 
36 new planes. They are Intended 
for short-range flights, until the end 
of the decade, an airline source 
reported. 

The airline has also replaced Its 
fleet of Boeing 747s with Improved 
planes of this model and ordered 25 
of the 310A Airbus planes, It was 
learned. 

Since the Inauguration of its first 
commercial flight in 1055, In a 


Conver 340 aircraft, Lufthansa ex- 
panded rapidly and is now the flfth- 
largest carrier of passengers In the 
world and ranks third in Europe. 
The airline operates 03 planes to 121 
destinations on a 430,000-kilometre 
route network. ■ 

Lufthansa entered the jet era in 
the early ‘sixties, adding new lines 
all the time. At the end of the ‘six- 
ties, after being the first airline in 
the world to introduce Boeing 737 
planes for short ranges, Lufthansa 
opened lines to Bolivia and Israel. 

In 1070 Lufthansa was the first 
European airline to operate wtde- 
bodled Boeing 747 planes to the 
U.S., totalling 6.9 million 
passengers on that line during the 
year. 

This year, boasting the most 
modern fleet in the world, Lufthan- 
sa Inaugurated lines to Peking, 
Kuala Lumpur and Leningrad. 

The airline, which employs 30,- 
000, provides "sleeper" seats in 747 
first-class sections, special reduced 
night flights to Spain and special 
children's programmes on some 
flights, it was learned. 


Treasury absorbs IS500m. from public 


Profits of Negev Phosphates up 32%

In August the Treasury absorbed 
15500m. net from the public, mainly 
as a result of the massive sales of 
linked government bonds, to an 
Amount of IS2.5Sb. 

. - Since April the net Injection of 
cash Into the economy by the 
Treasury was IS80m, The mopping- 
up of cash held by the public has 
been particularly high in the last 
two months. 

Out of the total ISl!58b. of new 
bonds sold In August, IS9i0m. were 
sold to the general public and some 


18670m. were bought by the com- 
mercial banks to baok up tholr 
savings sohemes, and by the provi- 
dent funds and Insurance com- 
panies. 

Tax collections In August 
amounted to ISJ.Sb., and the collec- 
tion of Income taxes continues to 
rise at a rate of 8 per oent a month, 
In real terms. 

At the same time, revenue from 
indirect taxes — value added tax, 
customs duties, purchase taxes, 
and others — was down 80 per cent. 
Revenue from taxes on Imports. In 
particular, continues to fall.

Negev Phosphates yesterday 
paid the government IS2.5m. In 
royalties for its mining concession 
in the Negev for the year 1970/80. 

Negev Phosphates, a subsidiary 
of . the government-owned 
Chemicals for Israel Corporation; 
had sales of $80m. in 1979/80 and ex- 
pects to reach $130m. In 1080/81. 

The royalties cheque handed 
yesterday to Industry, Trade and 
Tourism Minister Gideon Patt by 
Eliyahu Te’omim, the general 
manager of the company, is 32 per 
cent bigger, in real terms, than that 
of last year. 

In fiscal 1979/80, the company in- 


vested SSBm. — moat of the sum go- 
ing into the Ashdod Port loading 
facilities. In 1080/81 the company 
will Invest some 318m. in a project 
for the enrichment of the 
phosphates on the Rotem plateau in 
the Negev. 

Gideon Patt said that Negev 
Phosphates, as Well as the Dead 
Sea Works, which recently paid the- 
goverament 1314m, in royalties, 
are examples of efficient govern- 
ment enterprises, which have ex- 
ploited the concessions given them 
to the full. The development thrust 
shown by the two companies, Patt 
added, shows that there are con- 
siderable possibilities for expan- 
ding the country's exports.

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More tourists — but fewer 
of them stay at fancy hotels

More tourists are coming to Israel, 
but they don’t seem to be staying In 
hotels, a local trade journal 
reports. ' 

According to the, latest issue o I 
I/trael Travel Newt a large number 
of visitors, especially those arriv- 
ing on charter flights, stay in kib- 
butzim, youth hostels or with 
relatives. Others simply bring their 
sleeping bags and camp out on the 
- beach. 

While welcoming the influx of 
adventurous visitors who go out and 
see the country on their own, the 
journal also notes that many five- 
star establishments are hard hit. 
especially id Tel Aviv. With the ex- 
ception of the Hilton and the 
Sheraton, most of the deluxe 
hostelrles had an average occupan- 
cy rate of from 35 per cent to 45 per 
cent for June. 

This, in turn, led to hotels offering 
sizeable price cuts. Individuals 
were offered rooms at 25 per cent 
below the published rates. Charter 
operators paid as little as one-third 
the quoted price for rooms reserved 
for the entire season.

Get ready for 
change to shekel 
banks advise

TEL AVTV. — People should "stock 
up" with ready cash towards the 
end of the month, since the b&rtks 
will be closed on September 30 And 
October 1 (Tuesday and Wednes- 
day) to effect the change-over from 
the pound to the shekel. 

The spokesman for the Assoc', -i- 
tion of Banks, which together with 
the Bank of Israel is conducting a 
"money switch-over" Information 
campaign, pointed out that 
automatic tellers would be tunc* 
(Jotting on these two days. However, 
there was no 'guarantee that they 
would have enough funds to meet 
the expected increased demand, h? 
said. 

On October 1, when the shekel 
replaces the pound as the sole k^ra- 
tender, all payments must be rr c:de 
in shekels. Only the banks wiU fcc 
authorized to convert pounds ir.tc 
shekels. The same applies to 
coins. 

Customers who have sf::ddi:- c r 
arrangements for monthly depic- 
tions in pounds must rs.zks 
arrangements with the ba:J;s to 
switch over to shekels. 

The banks also advise that since 
, the charge for each cheque written 
is quite high (about IL2i, customers 
should refrain from writing che- 
ques for small sums. They should 
preferably use a credit canl or pay 
in cash. 

One pound sterling 
worth 10 French frames 

XONDON (Reuter). — The pound 
sterling moved higher again yester- 
day, passing $2.41 and breaking 
through the psychological barrier of 
10 French francs in a flurry of ac- 
tivity on European foreign ex- 
change markets. 

For the past two months, sterling 
haa been at its highest levels for five 
years despite severe economic 
problems in Britain. On Friday the 
pound went above $2.40 in Ne w York 
for the first time in more than five 
years.

INTELLECTUAL INTEGRITY la in short enough supply these 
days to merit ovation when it is encountered. A round of 
applause, then, to Bdoshe Arens, the chairman of the Knesset 
Foreign Affairs and Defence Committee, for the manner of his 
turning down the offer of the defence post In Prime Minister 
Begin’s cabinet. . _ , 

Although the effect of Mr. Arens' decision may be deplorable, 
his stated reason for taking it is admirable. The reason is not 
any lack of self-confidence, but the conviction that his well 
known opposition to Mr. Begln's foreign and defence polices, as 
embodied in the Camp David agreements and the peace teaty 
with Egypt, makes it improper for him to assume the post. 

Prof. Arens went into conference with the premier yesterday 
morning, so he later explained, to see whether there was any 
chance that he could carry out his duties as cabinet ministerin 
charge of defence while holding on to his hard-line views. He 
came out persuaded that he could not. 

What is unfortunate about the decision is that it confounds last 
week’s hope of an early end to the cabinet reshuffle triggered by 
the successive resignations of Mbshe Dayan and Ezer Weizman. 
With Mr. Arens, He rut' sheet civilian defence expert, out of the 
running, Mr. Yitzhak Shamir safely ensconced in the foreign 
ministry, and Mr. Ariel Sharon and Mr. Mordechai Zipori happi- 
ly ruled out, there Is virtually no alternative to Mr. Begin ’s stay- 
ing on as part-time defence minister. 

There is no alternative simply because Herut, as the nominal 
ruling party, even through the Likud, has first, if not exclusive, 
call on defence. Yet as Mr. Sharon rightly observed, not even a 
David Ben-Gurion could today have combined the functions of 
premier and defence minister. 

hi detonating his little bomb yesterday, Mr. Arens in- 
advertently drew attention to another result of Herut’s domi- 
nion over Israel. During the 29 years of Labour rule the 
parliamentary convention was established that the chairman of 
the powerful Foreign Affairs and Defence Committee must 
share the basic orientation of the party member who is premier 
at the time. 

This is not a matter of law, and the principle of collective 
responsibility, which governs the cabinet, does not apply here. 
But the convention does reflect the common sense of parliamen- 
tary government. And while there is no suggestion here that, if 
Mr. Arens cannot serve as defence minister, he must also 
relinquish the committee chairmanship, a problem does arise 
which calls for a better answer than a shrug of the shoulders. 

Evidently, however, the old convention should only be 
restored through a new popular decision at the polls. 


Remarkable achievement 


EVERY YEAR, in early September, a minor miracle takes 
places in Israel. This, to believe the ministry of education. Is the 
successful opening of the school year. 

Yet itmust be, conceded .that, especially by comparison with 
past years, yesterday’s reopening of the country's schools 
without any serious mishaps was aTemarkable achievement — 
given the nine per cent budget cut in real terms recently ab- 
sorbed by the ministry, and the addition of 30,000 pupils to the 
system, the largest number in any one year to date. 

As in past years, however, there is a worm in the apple. 
Schools opened right on time, on September 1 , last year and the 
year before, yet the following school years were marked by 
bitter and widespread teachers' strikes, and both years ended 
on a note of foreboding. 

The government’s failure to deliver promised school funds to 
the municipalities this year has not led to school shutdowns, as 
predicted by a number of city mayors over the summer 
holidays. But it is idle to think that the country’s 60,000 teachers 
— those "full-time babysitters,” as they have sarcastically been 
referring to themselves — will sit quietly on their haunches if no 
serious move is taken to satisfy their old grievances. 

It is to be hoped that the government, notably the Treasury, 
will in the coming months find the time, the money and the 
courage to start implementing the Etzioni Commission's 
recommendations, which go a long way towards meeting the 
teachers' demands. The commission, it may be recalled, was 
appointed by the government with the Implied undertaking that 
its proposals would be accepted, and carried out. 

Foot dragging on the government's part will only make for a 
stormy, and not very educational school year.

Reports of birds, brooms, 
fishbowls, and refrigerators that 
have allegedly exploded are index- 
ed. as arc a glowing tombstone, a 
pink squirrel, a self-replenishing 
barrel, web-footed horses and 
weeping icons. 

: A reader will find page 
references for 33 different types of 
"erratic” animal reports and 271 
different kinds of objects — In- 
cluding the frozen hamburger — 
that have plummeted from the 
skies. 

Cmmnlomancj - divination by 
onion sprouts — and "continuation 
or Consciousness after Death” also 
receive their special sections. 


Officially, of course, Bible and 
religious instruction will continue 
to be prohibited in public schools, in 
contrast to some West European 
capitalist countries such as 
neighbouring Austria and West Ger- 
many where it is virtually man- 
datory.

A HEARING examiner for a New 
York State appeals court recently 
ruled that Rev. Sun Myung Moon's 
Unification Church should be 
denied a city religious tax, exemp- 
tion because the church's religious 
objectives are "intertwined” In 
political and economic activities. 

In' an opinion for the appellated 
division of State Supreme Court In 
Brooklyn, hearing officer Daniel 
Diamond upheld the city tax com- 
mission's denial of tax-exempt 
status for three city buildings own- 
ed by the church. 

Among Diamond’s findings were 
that the church believes the U.S. 
government's structure — 
separated Into the executive, 
legislative and Judicial branches — 
to be "satanlc" and that the govern- 
ment must be brought under a 
single controlling force as a condi- 
tion for the Second Coming of the 

Messiah. 

Diamond also found the church's 
toncis include the belief that “the 
forces of heaven arc In direct con- 
frontation with satanlc forces, 
separated by the 3Sth parallel 
dividing North and South Korea and 
that Korea must be unified under a 
theocratic type of government to 
make the world ready for the Se- 
cond Coming.”

THE POWER OF 


PRESSURE 


GABRIEL SHEFFER cautions against the consequences 
of American Jewish leaders attempting to influence policy- 
making in Israel. 


THE CLEAR decline in Israel's 
prestige in world Jewry and its 
growing International isolation 
raise a number of fundamental 
Issues. Consequently, once a g ai n 
questions about the moral and 
political right of leaders of the 
American Jewish community to in- 
tervene In the making of Israel's 
foreign and defence policies have 
dramatically been raised. 

A letter signed by 56 prominent 
American Jewish leaders suppor- 
ting the Peace Now movement, and 
presenting certain demands to the 
government, a counter letter signed 
by a couple of hundred American 
rabbis supporting-' the Israeli 
Government's policies in the West 
Bank, as well as many debates, ar- 
ticles and letters to the editor, serve 
as clear indications of the 
seriousness of these grave 
questions. 

Until now mostly American Jews 
have addressed themselves to these 
issues. Since they touch upon basic 
problems concerning the political 
existence of the State and its 
relations with one of the most im- 
portant segments of the Jewish na- 
tion as a whole, they should become 
a subject (or a wide discussion 
here. At the least the Israeli public 
should become more aware of these 
questions. 

In any case, some of the 
references to the problem both here 
and in the U.S. have either been too 
superficial or too simplistic. These 
references did not make a fun- 
damental distinction between an 
expression of views and criticisms 
of the Israeli Government, on the 
one hand, and political intervention 
and direct pressures on policy- 
makers. on the other hand. Since, 
for three decades, Israel and the 
Middle East have constantly been 
on the American agenda and since 
the U.S. Government as well as the 
Jewish community there have ex- 
tended great military, economic 
and political support to Israel, 


Americans can, and perhaps 
should, express their views in 
regard to U.S. Interests and policies 
in the Middle East and vis-d-vis 
Israel. But direct contacts with the 
Israeli Government and political 
pressures on It should he left solely 
to the U.S. Government. 

The issue of the active interven- 
tion of the American Jewish com- 
munity In the formulation of Israeli 
foreign and defence policies Is quite 
complicated and has a number of 
aspects and a whole range of Im- 
plications. It Involves more than 
general, vague and abstract moral 
issues, or practical immediate 
questions pertaining to the Palesti- 
nian problem, Jerusalem, or the 
annexation of the Golan Heights. It 
has wide implications, which in- 
clude long-term American national 
interests; the behaviour of the 
American Jewish community, its 
loyalty as well as its long-term 
relations with Israel and t other 
Jewish communities overseas. And 
finally, this question raises in- 
teresting, and unexplored questions 
as to the actual and desirable 
behaviour of many other mobilized 
ethnic dlasporas vis-d-vis their 
host countries and their homeland. 


THE AMERICAN Jewish com- 
munity's active and massive in- 
tervention In the making of Israeli 
foreign policy has created adverse 
reactions from leaders in the area. 
Rightly or wrongly, such pressures 
are interpreted as an additional tool 
of the American Government's 
foreign policy. Arab leaders have 
shown an inclination to use them to 
further their own interests. 
Moreover, while this intervention 
may be regarded as perfectly 
legitimate in the U.S., it is not in the 
Middle East. Some other Arab 
leaders may regard this kind of 
political action as a good proof of 
the ominous connections between 
world Jewry and powerful 
governments. Consequently both 


tho U.S. and Israeli interests 
may suffer severe setbacks. 

Hardliners in Israel and the Arab 
countries use these pressures to 
buttress their unyielding positions. 
Israeli hardliners (both on the 
Right, and also in centre parties 
like Labour) argue that in view of 
growing criticism and International 
Isolation, Israel should not give up 
whAt they perceive as strategic 
assets — the West Bank and the 
Golan. On the other hand, 
hardliners in the Arab states gain 
the impression that Israel can he 
further squeezed and proceed to do 
so. The net result of these conflic- 
ting tendencies would be that a Mid- 
dle Eastern compromise would be 
harder to achieve, if at all. 

Even if accompanied by firm 
assurances of continued support for 
the State of Israel, increasing 
direct pressures on the Israeli 
Government would tend to alienate 
more Israelis from the American 
Jewish community. While & 
carefully measured open debate 
about Israeli policies would con- 
tribute to si normal relationship 
between American Jews and Israel, 
open or secret direct pressures on 
the government under the present 
conditions would tend to separate 
the two. A growing alienation would 
push more Israelis to seek support 
and solace in other and more 
dangerous options such as a non- 
compromlsing: attitude In the peace 
process, thoughts about preven- 
tive attacks, the reconsideration of 
the nuclear Issue, etc. The 
American Jewish community 
would resort to further engagement 
in its own Internal affairs (which in 
Itself Is a good and timely idea), or 
increase its help to other Jewish 
communities overseas such as that 
in the Soviet Union. 
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IN ANY CASE, the greatest danger 
in this Bphere Is that leaders of the 
American Jewish community 
would accept suggestions to the 


effect that they should refrain from 
public criticism of the Israeli 
positions and that, Instead, they . 
should communicate their views In 
the privacy of the prime minister’s 
office. This is the most dangerous; 
approach since an innocent desire 
to persuade the Israeli Government 
to adopt .certain compronfislhg' 
policies may end up in mutual ac- 
cusations, threats of sanctions and 
uncontrolled , pressures.'; 
Theoretically also secret pressures ' 
coming from foreign elements are 
the most undesirable influences on 
a national system. They present an . 
uncontrolled kind of risk for the 7 
regular process of government es- 
pecially In democracies. 

Continuous pressures Emanating 
from the American Jewish com- 
munity would lead to serious - 
malfunctioning of the Israeli policy- 
making system, which already suf- 
fers from great structural 
weaknesses. This,. In turn, would be 
most hazardous when calmness and 
cool thinking are required. Now is . 
the time to reduce pressures on the 
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U.S- CONSULAR OFFICIALS

Sir, — Mr. Brandon Grove Jr., 
the U.S. Consul-General in 
Jerusalem has been surprisingly 
quick on the draw in attacking me 
(August 201 for my comments on 
News-week's absurd fake-up of 
charges relating to the car- 
bombing attack on the Arab 
mayors. 

My remark on American involve- 
ment was perfectly clear. If 
Newsweek could make the childish 
assertion that the use of Israeli ex- 
plosives was proof of Israeli in- 
volvement. the revelation that the 
explosives used were American 
must indicate that Americans were 
Involved. 

As for the anti-Israeli attitude of 
American consular officials in 
Jerusalem, it is aurprpising that 
Mr. Grove Is unaware of this. Has 
he forgotten the activities of one 
Alexandra Johnson, a vice-consul 
in Jerusalem, who not only engaged 
in sending mendacious reports of 
Israeli “torture of prisoners,” but 
had them published in the U.S. 
press? 

Has he already forgotten the very 
recent visit of the American 
Congressional delegation headed 
by Rep. Lester Wolf of New York, 
who, arriving at the Consulate (or 
was it Mr. Grove's home?) for a 
social gatheringdiscoveredtbatthe 
manifest object of the gathering 
was to expose them to individual 
anti-Israeli propaganda by a 
number of Arabs from Judea, 
Samaria and Gaza, who had ob- 
viously been briefed as to the per- 


sonal background of each of the 
visitors. For example, one of the 
visitors a Jew and survivor of the 
Holocaust, was subjected to a lec- 
ture by his interlocutor on her com- 
parable sufferings under Israeli oc- 
cupation. 

The delegation was also sub- 
jected to a - vicious anti-Israeli 
diatribe by the Mayor of Gaza, 
Rashid Ish-Shawa, who not only 
freely used the language of the FLO 
(who, Mr. Grove may have heard, 
preach the destruction of the 
Zionist State) but added threats 
against the U.S. for supporting 
Israel. According to the report 
published in the New York Daily 
Neios (June 1 24) Mr. Ish-Shawa was 
introduced by Mr. Grove. 

This is not all. Vice-Consul 
Thomas K. Wukltsch also gave an 
address at a .briefing for stunned 
Congressmen. He made a fierce at- 
tack on Israel, and was Indeed so 
out of line with the "quality of the 
Israeli-American relationship” In- 
voked in Mr. Grove's letter that an 
embarrassed Ambassador Sam 
Lewis rebuked him on the spot. 

Mr. Wukitsch insisted on the cor- 
rectness of what he was saying and 
had to be rebuked a second time 
before he desisted. According to 
columnist Jack Anderson (in the 
Daily News > this Incident was an 
expression of the "bitter feud" 
between the embassy in Tel Aviv 
and the consulate In Jerusalem — 
which obviously have different con- 
cepts of the "quality of the Israeli- 
American relationship.”

Sir, — Rabbi Simon Dolgin'a arti- 
cle (Aug. 13} almost unnerved me. 
But I realize that OrthoddX Absur- 
dities will never change — they 
can't for they are Orthodox. 

How can Dolgin, with a clear 
conscience, denounce a rabbi who 
declares that "there Is no purpose 
in offering a prayer" when a child 
Is about to undergo surgery, when 
we have staring us in the face the 
fact that all the prayers In the world 
have not affected the "Infinite mer- 
cy" of his “Divine Being"? 

Six million Jewish victims of the 
Holocaust, the Israeli military 
cemeteries filled, babies born 
deformed and retarded... and 
prayers, and prayers — that’s what 
we have from Simon Dolgin, a rigid 
Orthodox rabbi with recourse to tile 
Supernatural. 

Dolgin asserts that "halacha, not 
‘selective change,'... has been the 
raison d’etre of our people.” In fact 
for thousands of years, from before 
the Talmudic era, Judaism 
been Immersed in "selective 
change.” But rather than do away 
with outdated laws, today's 
Orthodox halachlsts seek ways of 
circumventing "God's laws." 

I am deeply Involved In Jewish 
life through intense study and 
teaching. Emerging from a 
traditional background, I came to 
live in Israel. For five years, my 
alienation from "traditional 
Judaism" steadily Increased, and I 
observed most Israelis ignoring 
and rejecting Jewish practice. 
After moving back to New York, I 
round a movement that enabled the 
fulfilment of the essence of 
Judaism — namely (Reform) 
Judaism, which holds as Its truth 
the freedom to use one's own mind. 

Judaism has always had a diver- 
sity of thought, and various at- 
titudes towards all observances. 
Traditionally, we are a people un- 
afraid to question, to doubt — only 
In this way have we been able to 
learn, to grow, to change and 
progress, and for these reasons 
have we survived. 

Dolgin's rigid Orthodoxy has 
managed to alienate only too many 
Israelis from Judaism because they 
unfortunately know of no other way 
to be Jewish. 

Orthodox .rigidity and In- 
tolerance, and its deviation from 
the Talmudic principles of sensibili- 
ty. humanity, and Klal Ylsrael spell - 
"disintegration” for our survival as 
J cw 8 . and for the survival of our ex- 
traordinary heritage.

Sir, — Morris Abram and Prof. 
Leonard Fein are only two promi- 
nent Jews who in recent weeks have 
claimed, or at least implied*- that 
they speak for American JeWry. In 
fact, no one speaks for American 
Jewry. 

The following point of view- has 
not, as yet, appeared In the Israeli 
press: 

The Conference of Presidents of 
American- Jewish - Organizations 
represents Its constituent 
organizations, but in no way does it 
represent the views of 5*4 million. 
American Jews. Neither the 
Synagogue Council of America. nor 
the Zionist Organization of 
' America, nor any of the national 
rabbinic organizations, nor the 
American Jewish Congress, nor the 
American Jewish Committee. 

None of them even polls its 
membership lists. No one has poll- 
ed the American- Jewish communi- 
ty even informally on any Jewish 
issue. 

The Israeli ovemment would 
be woefully misled if Its foreign 
policy were in any way influenced 
by what is reported to It as being 
the views of American Jewry. Mr. 
Begin does indeed have his share of 
detractors among American 
Jewry, but I dare say he hm . for 
more who strongly support him. 

American Jewry Lb characterized ' 
by articulate and well-publicized 
shtadlanim (Intercessors). They do 
serve a useful purpose, but when 
they try to influence Israeli foreign 
policy in the name of American 
Jewry, they render a disservice to 
Israel and to American Jewry. 

The moral obligation of 
American Jews who believe in' 
Israel is to press and persuade their 
own government to support the 
cause and the government of Israel, 
whoever Is prime minister of 
Israel. An American Jew's moral 
judgments about Israel should be 
freely expressed to the government ■ - 
of Israel, or perhaps even to the ’ 
Israeli press, but not to the White 
House or to The New York Times.
